Historical Society 
Honors Mr. Holt, 


The semi-annual meeting of the Andover | 
Historical society was held at the Amos 
Blanchard house on Tuesday evening with a | 
generous attendance of members as well as a| 
delegation of invited guests from the North | 
\ndover Historical society 

William A. Trow, as acting-president, paid 
a fitting tribute to the memory of John V. 
Holt who had served as president of the 
society since 1926, The following minute was 
read by the secretary 

“With the sudden death of John Voorhis 
Holt on February 14, 1936, the Andover | 
Historical society loses the second of its 
presidents. 

“Mr. Holt was born in Andover in 1871, 
the son of a soldier in the Civil War, and a 
descendent of Nicholas Holt who settled in 
Andover in 1644. He passed through the 
town schools, graduated from Punchard in 
the class of 1889, and, commuting regularly 
to Boston for thirty-one years, continued a 
resident of Andover during his entire life. 

“Tis connection with the Andover Histori 
cal society covers almost exactly a quarter 
century. He was one of its early proponents 
was present at the organization meeting, and 
was one of tne fifteen persons who in April of 
1911 signed the charter of incorporation, He 
was immediately elected librarian of the 
society; but his duties included the care of the 
entire collection, and many of his evenings 
and holidays were given to the painstaking 
listing and marking of the growing exhibits 
and loans, It was, therefore, especially under 
him that the society’s present collection 
made its start 

“In October of 1925, Mr. Holt became 
second vice-president of the society, and the 
next year, first vice-president. On November 
11, 1926, following the death of Dr. Abbott, 
he became president, and held that office ten 
years and three months, until his own death. 
During his administration the society ac- 
quired its present home. Among his last acts 
is the plan for enlarging and improving the 
society's property, the results of which should 
begin shortly to appear. To him, largely, 
was due the high success of Andover’s ter- 
centenary observance, an occasion which will } 
long be remembered and which, incidentally, | 
brought the society some $1600 addition to 
its permanent funds. His interest in the 
society and his zeal for its success have been 
inspiring to his associates on the Koard of 
Directors, and his sane judgment on the 
society’s affairs will be sorely missed. 

“Mr. Holt’s presidency may be summed up | 
thus: When his term began, the entire col- 
lection was displayed in two hired rooms, 
the income for the year before he took office 
had been $570.60, and the total invested 
funds were $5,723.21. Now our collection | 
begins to fill comlortably the society’s own |
